Minister of Justice, and Judge Thi- 
badeau Rinfret of the superior court 
of Montreal, have been appointed 
judges of the Supreme Court of Ca- 
nada, and that Judge Malouin, ap- 
pointed about a year ago, has re- 
tired. 

Chiaf Justice Anglin. was born in 
St. John, New Brunswick, in 1865, 
the son of the Hon, T. W. Anglin, 
fortner speaker of the House of 
Commons. He was called to the bar 
in 1888 created a King's 
1902, and appointed puisne judge of 
the high court of Ontario in 1904. 

His appointment to the Supreme 
Gourt of Canada was made in 1902 

Judge Newcombe has been De- 
puty Minister of Justice since 1893 
He was born in Cornwall, Nova 
Scotia, in 1859, and was called to 
the Nova Scotia bar in 1883.
